REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 








From the Religious Intelligencer. 
The following succinct history of the church 
of Christ in Verona,Oneida County,New- 
York, containing an account of a recent 
revival of religion, ig kindly communica- 
ted by the Rev. Mr. Brainerd. 


A church was formed in this place Aug. 
5, 1803, by the Rev. Messrs. Peter Fish 
and Timothy M. Cooley, Missionaries.— 
The original members were twenty-two in 
number ; thirteen males and nine females ; 
the greatest part of which were professors 
of religion from other churches. At this 
period tbe settlement was new ; the dn- 
habitants few in number, and the town and 
the region round about, a comparative wil- 
derness. In the year 1805, there wasa re- 
vival of religion, but the work was unhap- 
pily interrupted and injured by the intro- 
duction of the dispute about the mode and 
subjects of baptism. A number of preach- 
ers came in, distributed books on the sub- 
ject, preached their sentiments with great 
zeal, not to say violence, and excited a 
spirit of contention and disputation among 
the people. This turned off their attention 
from the leading truths of the gospel, and 
the great concerns of their souls, amd put 
an effectual check to the progress of the 
revival. It was remarked by the leading 
members of the church at the time, that 
there was no new instances of serious im- 
pression and attention to religion after 
these things hadtaken place. The addi- 
tion of a small number to the church was 
the fruidof this revival. In Oct. 1806, 1 
first visited this place as a minister of the 
gospel, and preacheda number of Sab- 
baths; and afver a missionary tour of four 
mnonths I returned tothem again ; and in 
Sept. 1807, 1 was installed as their pastor 
tolabor with them a part of the time.

At an evening mecting in about two 
wecks,one of the young persons first under 
impression, having previously obtained a 
hope of an interest in the Saviour, gave a 
relation of her exercises of mind, of the 
consolation received from the enjoyment of 
religion, and of her prospects of happiness 
in the world tocome. To the assembly 
she appeared like*® one speaking from the 
borders of the invisible world ; and the ef- 
fect was surprising and astonishing to all 
present. The youth especially, were pow- 
erfully impressed and deeply affected; and 
the house was filled with cries and tears.— 
The shock was like electricity, and was 
such a display of divine power as I never 
before witnessed. Jt came suddenly and 
irresistably, and made impressions upon 
the minds of a number, which J trust will 
never be erased, and will be remembered 
with joy through the ages of eternity — 
Meetings were now appointed and attend- 
ed in every district of the society ; at the 
opening of which there was great attention 
and deep solemnity ; and in four weeks 
from the commencement, the people in 
general were conversing and inquiring up- 
on the subjects of religion. As the reviv- 
al began with the youth, and appeared to 
affect this part of the society more than 
any Other, a meeting once a week was ¢€s- 
tablished for their particular instruction.— 
This meeting was conducted in a mannef 
somewhat new. Those youths that had 
experienced a change in their views and 
exercises during the week, came forward 
and gave the reason of their hope, and an- 
swered such inquiries, and received such 
instructions, as were judged suitable to 
their state. And those under awakening 
and distress, were conversed with individu- 
ally; their danger and their duty pointed 
out, and exhorted to flee from the wrath to 
come, No meetings were so gratifying, 
so interesting, and so useful to the youth 
as these. In two months fromthe begin- 
ning of the attention, we numbered fifty of 
different ages, who had manifested a hope 
that they had passed from death unto life. 
The excitement and attention continued 
without much abatement, till the begin- 
ning of June, and then it gradually declin- 
ed. A number were still under distress, 
and seriously enquiring the way of life and 
salvation; the greatest part of which have 
hopefully come out of nature’s darkness.

Report of the'Committee appointed to pre- 
gare an account of the state of Religion 
within the limits of the General Associa- 
tion of Massachusetts Proper—June,1818 
It has beenthe painful duty of the friends

THE FLORIDAS. 

We have seen, (says the National Intelligen- 
cer,) some conjctures in the newspapers respect- 
ing the delivery of the Spanish posts in Florida, 
which it has been announced are to be restored 
to the Spanish government, that have led us to 
some inquiry into the subject. The two posts, we 
are induced to believe, wiil be surrendered under 
variant circumstances. The post of St. Marks 
will not be surrendered, but to a foree competent 
to hold it. itis a military post, remote from any 
population, surrounded by hordes of desperate In- 
dians and negroes ; it is the only barrier against 
their ravages and incursions. To evacuate it on 
the mere demand of any Spanish agent deputed 
to receive, or to a force incompetent to hold it, 
would be to evacuate it to the Indians, for, we 
have the authority of the late Spanish comman- 
der of it, for saying that the Indians controlled 
him, and not he them. Self-preservation is the 
first dictate of nature ; and there is nothing in the 
iaw of nations most rigorously construed, which 
requires a nation to prostrate any part of its popu- 
lation at the mercy ofan infuriated and savage 
enemy. We have daily accounts that the Semi- 
nole Indians remaining unsubdued are embodied 
in force: this check withdrawn, and they might 
sweep our borders. On the appearance of a force 
adequate to garrison the post, it will be promptly 
given up. With respect to Pensacola, that post 
stands on a different footing. There are not fifty 
warriors west of the Appalachicola, and the po- 
pulation of the frontier is sufficient to keep them 
inawe. The population of*Pensacola alone is 
abundantly competent to preserve it. from falling 
into the hands of the Indians. ‘That post, there- 
fore, will be surrendered, without condition, to 
any agent of Spain duly authorized to receive it. 
it is thus seen, that the United States do not de- 
sire to hold the Spanish posts ; one of which is 
surrendered without any condition but that it 
shall not be surrendered to a force, nominally 
Spanish, under a control actually Indian. In a 
word, it is to Spain, and not to the Seminoles,that 
both the posts are to be surrendered. 





Indian Massacrees.—Savannah papers-to the 
8th inst. state, that the Indians have assembled, 
in large numbers, on the frontiers of Georgia, and 
threaten to attack the inhabitants. They have 
declared themselves hostile,and already murdered 
four whites on their way to St. Marys. Some of 
the Chiefs of these savages have been at St. Au- 
gustine, recently, and obtained ammunition.

OBSTINATE CONFLICT. 
The following article, (says a late Liverpool pa- 
per) dated Faro, June 12, was received by the last 
Lisbon mail :—** An Algerine corsair, full of men, 
was lately sunk off Cape St. Vincents, by two Por- 
tugaese mea of war, after a most desperate and 
bloody conflict of nme glasses, wherein vast num- 
bers were killed on both sides. ‘The rover mein- 
tained the action with great firmness, and such un- 
daunted resolution, that at one time it was doubt- 
full whether she would not have beat them both 
off, not withstanding the superior odds against her. 
The Portuguese behaved manfully, and offered to 
give quarters, provided they would strike, which 
generous and humane offer the pirates did with 
horrid imprecations,disdainfully refuse ; and so re- 
vengeful were the infidels to the last, that they 
fired grape and partridge shot from the deck, and 
small arms out of the tops into the men of war, a: 
they were going down, which did a deal of mischie! 
amongst the Portaguese. Both the ships were 
severely shattered—one had several shots between 
wind and water, which made her very leaky, and 
her sails and rigging almost cut to pieces—the oth-

WEST-INDIA NEWS. 
Jamaica papers advise, that Com. Aury, has 
taken possession of the island of Old Providence, 
which he has fortified and garrisoned with about 
350 troops. He appeared off Old Providence, in 
the brig Mexican Congress, with four other armed 
vessels under Mexican colors, and two prizes,and 
sent a boat on shore to notify his intention to oc- 
cupy that island and the neighboring one of Santa 
Catalina, in behalf of the Independent Govern- 
ment. The next day he landed his troops, and 
commenced throwing up works of defence. He 
also issued a proclamation, promising protection 
to the inhabitants, and to all private property, in 
consequence of which no acts of plunder had tak- 
en place. Many of his officers are said to be 
British. J1is object in holding these places,is not 
stated, though it may be readily inferred that he 
designs them for depots for his prizes. 


Gale at Bermuda.—The Bermuda Gazette of 
the 5th inst. states,that a severe gale was experi- 
enced in that and the adjacent Islands, the 30th 
of August. ‘The gale continued with severity 
until the succeeding day. Many houses were in 
part unslated, and an immense number of fruit 
and other trees were tora from the ground.— 
Several vessels were stove to pieces against the 
rocks, and others driven 'to sea. In the harbor 
of St. George’s, the sloop Hope, of New Orleans, 
from New York, was wrecked with a quantity of 
American produce on board. Inthe port of Ham- 
ilton, of 23 vessels, 8 got on shore, but have all 
been since got off except the Bermuda brig Pa- 
tience, and the brig Nancy, of Rhode Island.—A 
Bermuda schooner sunk, with a cargo of rum and 
molasses, but has been got up again. Several 
vessels lost their rudders, bowsprits,&c. and were 
otherwise injured. 
SOUTH AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 

Late accounts from Chili state, that a part of 
the Royalist army, which had been defeated but 
escaped from Maipo, had been overtaken at Par- 
rall, and completely annihilated.—This defeat, 
united to that of Maipo, in both which actions the 
most intrepid and skillful conduct were manifes- 
ted, has produced an intire change of policy in 
the Royalist government, who have at length con- 
sented to an exchange of prisoners. In effecting 
this object, the humane offer of our gallant coun- 
tryman,Capt. Biddle,of the U. 8: sloop of war Hor- 
net, has been accepted, and her arriva!, in the 
character of a friend, announced at Valparaiso, 
having on boatd, an official character charged 
with the negociation ofan exchange, and carrying 
with him 10,000 dlls, for the assistance of the pris- 
onets. His despatches were addressed to ‘fis 
Excellency D. Jose San Martin.” 

The same accounts bring the particulars of a 
sea engagement between the patriot ship Laturo 
and Spanish frigate Esmeraldo, in which the lat- 
ter was most dreadfully cut to pieces, but eventu- 
ally made her escape by supérior sailing. On the 
vessels first closing,the Commander of the Laturo, 
(Capt. O’Brien) with 25 ofhis crew, leaped on 
leaped on board the frigate ; but she immediately 
separating, they were overpowered by numbers, 
and their gallant chief killed.
